CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS— “Dutch  Bulbs” 

Garden  Culture.  The  planting  of  bulbs,  such  as  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  Narcissi,  Crocus,  etc.,  should  be  done 
before  ground  is  frozen. 

Planting  of  Hyacinths.  The  soil  should  be  well  dug  to  a depth  of  14  inches,  the  bulbs  should  be  planted 
evenly,  8 inches  deep,  so  as  to  have  them  m bloom  at  the  same  time;  in  order  to  do  so,  excavate  6 inches  of  the 
top  soil,  loosen  the  foundation  of  bed,  place  bulbs  6 inches  apart,  and  press  down  to  depth  of  bulb.  After  this  is 
done,  put  back  the  excavated  soil. 

Tulips,  Narcissi,  Jonquils.  Plant  6 inches  deep,  excavate  4 inches  of  the  soil,  same  as  above. 

Crocus  and  Scillas.  A depth  of  4 inches  is  sufficient. 

After  the  ground  has  been  frozen  in  early  Winter,  cover  with  a few  inches  of  dry  litter  or  dry  coarse  manure. 

Pot  Culture.  For  growing  in  pots  a good  grade  of  bulbs  should  be  used.  They  should  be  potted  singly 
into  5-inch  pots;  three  bulbs  planted  in  7-inch  pot  or  pan  are  very  effective;  a good  potting  soil  should  be  used. 
The  pots  should  be  filled  lightly  and  the  bulbs  pressed  into  the  soil,  so  that  their  base  is  firmly  fixed;  about  one- 
third  of  the  bulb  should  remain  above  the  soil,  then  give  a good  watering.  The  pots  can  then  be  buried  in  the 
open  ground  to  a depth  of  6 inches,  or  put  in  cellar  and  covered  with  sand  about  4 inches  deep. 

Bulbs  should  remain  under  this  cover  as  follows:  Roman  Hyacinths,  Paper  White  Narcissus,  Crocus,  Scillas, 
six  weeks;  Hyacinths,  Narcissi,  Jonquils,  from  eight  to  ten  weeks;  Tulips,  from  twelve  to  fourteen  weeks.  They 
may  then  be  taken  into  the  house,  but  should  be  protected  for  the  first  two  days  from  the  extreme  rays  of  the  sun. 

Where  a succession  of  flowers  is  desired,  it  is  best  to  pot  at  intervals  from  September  to  the  end  of  November. 
Bulbs  grown  in  pots  should  be  kept  moist  at  all  times,  and  before  potting  pots  should  be  soaked  in  water  and 
washed  clean. 

Persons  unacquainted  with  the  different  varieties,  will  do  well  to  leave  the  selection  to  us,  only  specifying  in 
their  order  whether  bulbs  are  wanted  for  pot  or  garden  culture. 

Our  Hyacinths  and  Tulips  are  sold  under  names  given  to  them  by  the  originators  in  Holland,  and  not  under 
fancy  names  manufactured  in  this  country.

French  Roman  Forcing  Hyacinths 

They  are  the  best  and  most  popular  of  bulbs.  The 
flowers  are  delightfully  fragrant,  and  each  bulb  will 
throw  up  from  three  to  four  spikes.  For  forcing,  three 
or  four  bulbs  are  generally  planted  in  a 5-inch  pot, 
in  good  soil  (as  recommended  for  other  varieties). 
The  pots  must  be  kept  in  a cool  and  dark  place  until 
they  fill  with  roots,  when  the  flower  spikes  can  be  rapid- 
ly developed  by  exposure  to  light  and  moderate  heat. 
They  are  very  easily  grown  and  extremely  early,  and 
by  making  successive  plantings,  they  may  be  had  in 
flower  all  through  the  Winter.

HOW  TO  GROW  BEAUTIFUL  HYACINTHS 

In  Glasses 


In  the  Open  Ground 

Plant  in  the  Fall  6 inches  apart 
each  way  and  8 inches  deep.  Give 
them  slight  protection  over  Winter, 
and  in  the  Spring,  after  the  flowers 
are  gone,  the  bulbs  may  be  removed 
in  time  to  set  your  Summer- 
flowering plants. 


In  Pots  or  Window  Boxes 

Plant  the  bulb  in  the  pot  so  that 
its  crown  just  shows,  then  set 
away  in  a cool,  dark  place  for  8 
to  10  weeks  for  root-growth  to 
develop.  After  this,  bring  grad- 
ually to  the  light,  heat  and  air; 
give  plenty  of  water. 


Set  the  bulb  so  that  the  lower 
end  merely  touches  the  water. 
Put  away  in  a cool,  dark  place  till 
you  see  the  roots  developed,  then 
remove  by  degrees  to  full  light 
and  air.  A piece  of  charcoal  in 
the  water  will  keep  it  sweet.

TULIPS 

CULTURE. — The  cultural  directions  given  for  Hyacinths  are  equally  applicable  to  Tulips,  except  that  the 
bulbs,  being  smaller,  must  not  be  planted  quite  so  deep.  Six  inches  to  the  bottom  of  the  bulb  is  deep  enough, 
and  a distance  of  5 or  6 inches  between  the  bulbs  is  sufficient.  They  may  be  planted  in  October  and  November 
before  the  ground  freezes.  A little  sand  around  each  bulb  is  generally  recommended,  but  in  light,  sandy  soil 
this  may  be  dispensed  with.  For  pot  culture  a compost  of  two  parts  loam  to  one  part  light  manure,  with  some 
sand  intermixed,  is  suitable.  From  three  to  five  bulbs,  according  to  size,  in  a 5-inch  pot,  are  very  effective.  The 
pots  should  be  buried  until  the  bulbs  are  well  rooted,  in  the  manner  recommended  for  Hyacinths.  Most  of  the 
varieties  named  below  are  equally  well  adapted  for  pot  culture,  or  the  open  border. 

To  assist  lovers  of  Tulips  in  making  their  selections  with  a view  of  obtaining  the  best  artistic  effects  in 
beds,  etc.,  we  give,  in  addition  to  the  color,  the  heights  in  inches,  and  have  also  indicated  the  time  of  flowering 
by  the  letter  A for  early,  B for  late.  To  secure  a succession  of  bloom,  the  period  of  flowering  is  a matter  of  im- 
portance; likewise  the  heights  to  which  the  different  varieties  attain  is  necessary  to  have  a uniform  display  in  beds.

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DARWIN  TULIPS

We  strongly  recommend  this  class  of  Tulips  for  garden  decoration  in  beds,  as  well  as  in  groups  in  the  herbaceous 
border  and  amongst  shrubs.  Grown  for  cut  flowers,  they  will  prove  very  valuable  at  a time  when  our  gardens 
yield  so  little  to  decorate  our  rooms.  They  flower  about  the  middle  of  May,  a time  in  which  the  Spring  flowers 
are  over  and  the  Summer  flowers  have  not  yet  come  in.  They  last  a very  long  time  when  cut. 

By  slowly  forcing  in  pots,  they  may  be  had  in  bloom  in  March  or  even  earlier.  Most  of  the  varieties  improve 
in  color  by  protection  under  glass  or  canvas.
